In Oklahoma, ono hundred million 


cubic feet of pras is escaping into the 
air every twenty-four hours.

a year. 
This waste is also equal to 


one and one-quarter million tons 
of 


the beat bituminous coal. 


The waste in Louisiana is estimated 


at seventy-live million cubic feet of 
gas daily, valued at $15,000 for each 
day. or 55,475,000 for the year. This 
waste of gas is equivalent to enarly 
one million tons of coal. It is pointed 
out by the experts that this waste is 
especially aggravating because of the 
fact that Louisiana does not have any 
coal resources within her boundries, 
and that while the state is allowing its

T.ha subject of this meeting cov- 


:«rjs such a broad field that it would 
"b6 folly to undertake to cover more 
'than a limited portion of any particu- 
lar branch; hence I will deal only with 
the historical side of the question as it 
has to do with the development of 
central station service in connection 
with coal mining on tho West Penn 
aystem. 


Central station power for mine ser- 


vice has been greatly 'handicapped by 
the prejudice of some mining e:*gi- 


• ueers and mine Inspectors who have 


actually fought the- installation of cen- 
tral station power, stating that central 
atation service was not as reliable as 
an isolated plant,, was- more dangerous 
on account of the high voltge and 
more costly. 
They often eliminated 


all cost of plant labor and fuel whei. 
making comparisons between central 


' Btatlon service and isolated 
plants, 


arguing that the plant labor would 
have to be around the mine at any 
rte, and that the cost of fuel was so 
•mail to the mining company that It 
•hould not be considered. 


In order to overcome theso objec- 


tions it was necessary to prove the re- 
liability of central station service ami 
Its advantages. The objection of th« 
mine inspectors was the hardest to 
overcome. Even after the mine ooer- 
atora were convinced that central sta- 
tion Mrvice was more pronominal ar.il 
were In favor installing it the mine in- 
spectors frequently prohibited cen- 
tral station service for some uses 
In and about the. mines, particularly 
lor fan service. 


They argued that transmission find 


distributing lines, of necessity, matf 
central station service more liable to 
accidents and acts of God beyond the 
control of man, contending that mino 
ventilation \a of such importance that 
no mining company should be depend- 
ent on another corporation for its 
power for fan operation. It wus only 
after years of successful operation 
of all iither classes of mine.sorvire 
that we were able to overcome this 
•prejudice and succeed in getting the 
mine inspectors to approve central 
station service for fans, much less 
recommend it. 


The mining engineer and the elec- 


trical employes, opposed central sta- 
tion service for obvious reasons, one 
of which, frequently frankly admit- 
ted, was that with central station 
service they would have no job. The 
truth of the matter has been that 
central station serviro has actually 
enlarged their field of labor, as more 
mines are being electrified every day 
on account of the m:my advantages of 
central station seivi<-p. thus requiring 
the services of an onrcireer and elec- 
tricians to most efficiently install ami 
operate central pow-T stations. Hi:,rh 
grade -engineering nnd 
labor 
pays 


such great returns on i he "In vest men*: 
that the demand f«>r first class men 
is continually increasing. "While on 
the other hand it is an admitted fact 
that almost any mine foreman or 
master mechanic could install and op- 
erate a steam-drive or a direct cur- 
rent Isolated plant, this vnry frequem- 
ly was a most uneconomical opera- 
tion, often actually 
costing 
many 


times what it was supposed to. The 
lack of electrical engineering in tho 
early days of centr.il station service 
was a large factor in retarding Its 
growth as will be siiown by the ini- 
tial Installation in this territory. 


The first installation of central sta- 


tion .service in a mine on the 'West 
Penn system was rna-U- at the Larimer 
mine of the Westmoreland Coal Com- 
pany in 1SS6. It consisted of a 12t> 
horse 
power, 
4.0 dO 
volt, 
single 


phase, 133-cycle, induction type syn- 
chronous motor belted to 100 kw.. 
500-volt, 
motor 
which actuated 


through shifting belts. The switch- 
board was located in an underground 
sub-station as it was feared it might 
bV damaged 
by 
employes 
during 


strike periods if it w.-re aliove ground. 


In order to supply this service there 


was installed at the power house "f 
the Irwin Electric 3jlght and Power 
Company at Manor one 150-kw., sin- 
tfe phase, 2,000-volt. 133-cycle alter- 
na^»r and 125-kw., 2.200 ro 4,400- 
volt. 60-cycle transformer for raising 
the generator voltage to the transmis- 
sion and -motor voltage. 


The apparatus supplied from this 


•ub-station consisted of six mining 
machines, a 10-horsepower pump and 
a CO-horse- power haulage, but no fan 
servlre was supplied for reasons al- 
ready explained. 


The first trouble that developed was 


the falling in of the roof of the sub- j 
station, which not only damaged the j 
apparatus, but put the mine out of L 
service for some time until tho debris!^ 
could be removed and a brick lining 
put in to prevent a. recurrence of sim- 
ilar trouble. This brick lining sweat.- ._ 
ed so that it made ill the apparatus |G 
wet, which resulted in frequent burn- \£ 
outs of the starting motor, which stood O 
Idlrf for long periods. In order to iu- 
aure starting, duplicate starting motors 
•were provided and ut times it was a 
problem to keep one in condition for 
servce. The difficult/ of sweating was, 
partially overcome b>* putting a wood- 
en Unlnir inside the brickwork. 


The next difficulty arose 
from, 
a 


glass insulators,, except where it pass- 
ed through the bore hole. • 
Tho next weakness developed in, the 


oil switch. This two-pole switch had 
eight breaks and was contained in a 
tank 8 by 10 by ft inches and operated 
by hand and plnicn, which worked oil 
a rack pulling the rods out of tlu> 
bushings. Thi.s made a very alow «'P- 
erating switch with --which it was very 
difficult 1* synchronize. Alter num- 
erous interruptions caused by failures 
of this switch, a makeshift switch con- 
sisting of an ordinary two-pole, two- 
break, knife switch on a marble base 
was mounted on insulators in 
the 


bottom of IL half barrrel. The switch 
handle was removed and a bromstick 
tied to the cross bar with a belt lace. 
Leads were brought over the edge of 
the barrel and connected 
to 
the 


switch. 
The baiTCl was filled ivi'.h 


oil. Tho switch was operated by pull- 
ing or pushing on the broomstick. This 
switch was so much more easily oper- 
ated and such improvement was made 
in the time of synchronl7lns that the 
consumer would not have it changed 
and it remained in service until the 
substation was finally abandoned on 
account of the mine being worked out.

This necessitat- 
ed the reconstruction of the motors 
from 133 to 60 cycles.

This recon- 
struction had the effect of reducing 
the capacity of the motors and result- 
•d disastrously in the case of the start- 
ing motors 
making it necessary to 


provide larger motors 
The next trouble to develop .was 


rather peculiar in that 
the 


motor started to drop out of 
without apparent cause and v 
drop out when hauling practically no 
lond. This was a very puzzling cir- 
cumstance and no amount of adjusting 
by attendnts seemed to remedy the 
trouble. It was found, however, when 
the supply from Connellsvllla 
was 


generated by a sln^ie unit that this 
trouble was most pronounced and I .ti- 
er discovered that there was a splice 
In the belt between the motor and gen- 
erator that caused little Jorka which 
would get in step with the governor 
mechanism on the turbine, causing 
the turbine to hunt. 
This hunting 


was exaggerated in the motor, making 
it drop out o£ step. The remedy f-'ir 
this trouble consisted in 
direct-con- 


necting tho motor 
and 
generator, 


which happened to bo the same speed. 
On account of the high voltage of the 
motor It was necessary to have tfie 
motor frame insulated and satisfac- 
tory insulating coupling became the 
question. This was solved hy turning 
the shafts end to end, pelting the pul- 
leys abotit six Inches apart, drilling 
and tapering the rim of the pulleys 
for rap screws and laying a piece uC 
belt around inside of both pulley riinn 
and securing it in place 
with

The first mine where. West Penn sr-r- 


vioe was used for fan operation was 
at the I'enn Gas Coa! Compnny's mint- 
near Penn Station, and, consisted of 
aJOO-horst--power, 500-volt direct cur- 
rent motor, belted to the fan. This 
was installed about ir<01 when 
the 


mine was completely electrified v/Ith 
direct current. The installation con- 
sisted of numerous pumps, mine tnn- 
chinery and a lar^e haulage. 
The 


fan operated until 1907 when 
this 


motor w.'us replaced by a 200-horse - 
pnwur alternating current, two-phase. 
('•0-cycle motor. 
This- 
installation, 


which originally consisted, of ahour 
500 horsepower, has boon increase'.! 
from timr- to time until it now has 
about 1,250 horsepower in 
electric 


motors. 


In 1907 our first h!srh-tension

stallation was made at a coal rr:n<!.
